1 . Claims 1-5 and 7-22 are allowed. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claim 6 is again reiected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claim remains indefinite because it recites "a 
flow rate of between about 4 to 9 sipm" without any correlation to "a flow rate of no more 
than 15 sIpm" already recited in claim 1. 

4. Claim 6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. The newly cited references listed on the PTO-1449 and cited by applicants on 
August 22, 2005, have been considered and are merely cummulative to those already 
of record. Note that the lined through references were previously cited by the examiner 
in the first Office action.
